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THE DROWNED COMES TC LIFE. 


DETECTIVES RESURRECT ONE OF THE PRIN- 
CIPALS IN A FINE ITALIAN GRAB AT $10,000 
LIFE INSURANCE. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 22.—!Special.]—Jan. 


15, 1885, an insurance of $10,000 was placed 


upon the life of Antonio Acceta of Catskill, 
N. Y., by his brother. A few weeks ago it was 
reported by his brother that the insured had 
been drowned in the Catskill River, and a de- 
mand was made for the payment of bis policy 
on his life. In proof of the death it was 
sbown that Antonio had gone out to bathe one 
fine morning, leaving his clothes on the shore. 
Tne clothes were found, but a thorough 
search of the river failea to reveal the body of 
the missing man, and, the suspicions of the in- 
surance management having been aroused, the 
matter was placed in the bands of the iocal po- 
lice authorities. Detective McKnightof Phila- 
delphia got a clew, and came on here. With a 
local detective’s help the Acceta supposed to 
be dead was unearthed in a dive in the Italian 
quarter and arrested this morning. He made 
confession when takeh, admitting that he was 
the man wanted, and was named Antonio 
Acceta. In relation to his alleged drown- 
ing he stated that he had secreted a 
suit of clothes a short distance down the river 
from where the clothing was found the date of 
his supposed death, and going out in a boat he 
had dove into the Vater in sight of several 
people, and swimming under the water to the 
clump of bushes where the second suit of 
clothes were concealed he had emerged unseen, 
and donning the garments bad departed hastily 
for Albany. From there he a few days later 
went to Buffalo, and from the latter city he 
came to Cleveland, where he arrived about a 


week ago.

Two States 
have asked for the next encampment—Cali- 
fornia and Tennessee—and some months ago 
the former State made a generous appropria- 
tion of $25,000 to defray the expenses of the 
same, providing it shal. be deemed proper to 
have its next session in that State. The people 
of Tennessee, before the department of that 
State left for Maine, extended an invitation to 
the comrades to come to that State next session. 
On account of the early action of California, 
the impression appears to have become pretty 
general that that State should be chosen, and 
the result of a large number of inquiries 
among the veterans today showed it to be their 
choice.

The turfmen sat in the Southern Hotel cor- 
ridor last evening in littie groups discussing 
the success of the St. Louis meeting, and re- 
bearsing the struggles and triumphs of last 
obe-Democrat reporter secured 
the attention of Mr. Will Barnes, proprietor of 
the Melbourne stables, and made some vir 
leg as to the expenses of carrying a 6 _ of 
race-horses through a campaign. 

“The Dwyer Brothers made in stakes and 
purses last season $65,000, yet claim to have 
lost money.” 

By betting?” 

„No, the expenses of their stable exceeded 
their earnings, and as they Owned last season 
the finest stabie on the American turf, and 
their percentage of winnings was larger than 
those of any other, their experience may be 
taken as a sample.“ 

** What are the heavy expenses involved?“ 

“There are many items, but the most serf- 
ous is probably the torfeitures in stakes. Take 
my ease for instance. I Mave four oolts en- 
tered in the 2 and 3 year old form in forty dif- 
ferent stake races, That in itself represents 
with mea cash outlay of $16,000. I had of 
course the opportunity of declaring my entries 
out up to certain dates, which I could have 
done at a loss of anly $10 to for each entry. 
But if a man’s colts give afy promise what- 
ever he will not draw them, and * leaves 
him thé alternative of leaving the $100 up 
and starting or withdrawing the day before the 
race and standing the $50 forfeit. ‘This loss i 
the course Of @ season amounts toa big lot o 


money. I will say this, however, that in the 


matter of forteitures In stakes the racing as- 
Ae are each year becoming more lib- 
er te 

“The stable service is quite expensive also, 
is it not?“ 

Les. Take it all through and a stable will 
average one boy to each horse. I have nine 
horses in my stabile and I keep nine boys 
eleven months out ofthe year. The foreman, 
cook, aud two head rubbers get $20 per month, 
and the others $10 and $12 per month. I fur- 
nish all their food, biankets, eto. A trafner is 
paid according to his experience and abilicy, 
some of them getting big wages. Then tho 
jockeys are a big item. In addition to the $10 
for each mount or 825 for a winner, the custom 
bas grown up untilitis almost an unwritten 
rule to present the winning jockey, in any 
event of importance, with $100. This is in 
addition to any salary he may draw from the 
stable for making its. mounts. especially. I 
remember that Corrigan presented Murphy 
with $500 when he won the American 
Derby at Chicago last June. This was outeide 
of the salary of $5,000 per year that Murphy 
gets from him. As the stake paid $10,700, Cor- 
rigan could well afford to do it: but it only 
shows that the jockeys are in the habit of ex- 
pecting something of the kind.“ 

Is the cost of transportation dea y?!“ 

“Not as beavy as one might think. I will 


send my nine horses to Chicago by express in a 


special car, and the stable boys will accompany 
them, the cost being $75. ne of the heavy 
— 9 is the trausportation of daggage and 
the stable outfit to the race-track in wagons, 
and the feed. When hay is worth $12 it costs 
about $16 to lay it down in the stable. Carry- 
ing a stable of thoroughbreds about the coun- 
try is about as cxpensive as running a circus, 
and the returns are by no means as well as- 
sured,’’—St. Louis Globe- Democrat.

SOME REOENT ACHIEVEMENTS IN THAT 
LINE. 

New York Sun: Twenty miles is the distance 
penetrated by the improved fog-signals now in 
use. This power it appears, is gained by two 
slotted cylinders, one fixed and the other re- 
volving in it. The slota, as they pass one an- 
other, stop or out off the passage of compressed 
air orsteam, thus causing ‘a series of vibra 
tions, and, consequently, a musical note, the 
pitch of which depends upon the speed of the 
revolving cylinder.

The 
slots are formed in each cylinder at opposit 
inclined angles, so that the motive fluid imping- 
ing against anumber of i ‘planes causes 
the inner cylinder to revolve with great rapid- 
ity, carrying two disks. These are attached to

Large quantities of timber are now creosoted 
at the West in a special manner, for railroad 
purposes, the effect being to increase the te- 
nacity of the wood for hold spikes, etc., as 
well as its density and its ability to resist. me- 
chanical wear. This is done by means of an 
apparatus consisting of a bo cylinder, 
of a size adapted to the timber; this cylinder 
is of a strength sufficent to resist 300 pounds 
pressure per square inch, and bas a track ex- 
tending for its whole length along the bottom, 
the cylinder’s ends being closed by strong iron 
doors, air and water tight. When timber bas 
been run into the cylinder and the doors ciesed, 
steam at about 100 pounds pressure is injeated 
into the cylinder, the supply continuing as re- 
guired by the nature and dryness of the wood; 
the steam is then shut off, and vacuum pumps 
worked as long as apy liquids or vapors are 
obtained, the hot preserving liquid being now 
run into the cylinder from the reservoir until 
full. The foree pumps are again operated un- 
til the interior pressure is some 100 pounds 
per inch, and kept thus until sufficient preserv- 
ative fluid is forced into the pores of the 
wood; the force pumps are now shut and 
the creosote oil or otber liquid contained in the 
cylinder is discharged into a suitable cistern, 
after which the doors at the ends of the cylin- 
der are opened and the car carrymg the tim- 
ber or ties run out. 

A great many napkins and other articles of 
usefulness are now made in Europe from the 
park of the paper mulberry: The bark for 
these purposes is first dried in the air for two 
or three days, then plunged for twenty-four 
hours in a current of fresh water, after which, 
with the aid of a particular kind of cord, the 
two species of fibres of which it is composed 
are separated. The interior fibres are those 
from which fine paper is made; they ure rolled 
into balls weighing about thirty-five pounds 
each, which are washed anew in running wa- 
ter, in which they are allowed to soak fora 
shorter time than previously, and are then 
dried; finally they are boiled in lye made from 
the ashes of buckwheat flour, constant stirring 
being kept up; another washing in pure water 
carries away the last 24 and the fibres 
are next pounded with hammers of wood for 
about twenty minutes; after this they are a 
second time rolled into balls, and finally trans- 
formed into pulp. rice-water being mixed with 
it. The subsequent treatment of the pulp is 
identical with that of the ordinary manufact- 
ure of paper. per 18 Dy

The liquid ‘mud which 
contains the woo! precipitated by this means is 
then desiccated; the residue, to whiok is given 
the name of azotine, is completely soluble in 
water, and is valuable on account of its nitro- 
gen. The Increased ‘value of the pulp free 
trom wool is suffiicent to cover the cost of the 
process.

WHO HAS THE MONEY ? 

While the friends of Gen. Grant are ar- 
ranging to pay the heavy doctors’ bills and 
other unusual expenses caused by his sick- 
ness (said to be $110,000 to date), the prob- 
lem as to what became of the millions of 
money that went into the hands of, Fer- 
dinand Ward remains unsolved. The one 
certain thing is that Ward received vast sums 
of money to invest in the so-called Govern- 
ment contracts; but what became of these 
millions ? Nobody yet seems to know. The 
„% Grant & Ward” failure was one of the 
most extraordinary on record, the assets 
amounting to only $67,000 while the liabilt- 
ties were over sixteen millions. The re- 
ceivers and the assignee have not yet dis- 
‘covered ‘what became of the millions that 
disappeared. from the coffers of Grant & 
Ward. Disastrous as the failure was, the 
disappearing ‘millions must have gone some- 
where. Who has the money ? 

Banker Fish declared a short time ago 
that Ward liad expected him to dct as the 
„ monkey to remove the hot chestnuts from 
„the stove,” while Ward’s part in the trans- 
action was simply to secure the said chest- 
„ nuts when they were properly . cooked.” 
Mr. Fish suggestively added in regard to 
Mr. Ward: He has a lot of them salted 
„down somewhere at this moment, and I 
dam only afraid they will prove powerful in 
‘obstructing the course of justice.” Cer- 
tainly it is to be hoped Mr. Fish’s fears and 
anxieties about.the proper administration of 
justice may prove to be unfounded. Other 
persons, however, are impressed with the 
belief that the money has not passed entirely 
out of existence, but is still held in some- 
body’s possession. Even the attorney of 
Ferdinand Ward admits that this view’ is 
plausible. Some months ago he said: ‘I do 
‘not mean to deny that there is not some- 
“where a large amount of property, but 
„Ward hasn't got it, as he gave up every- 
thing when he failed. Who has this prop- 
“erty secreted I will not say.“ So the one 
man who pretends to know where the money 
went states in the same breath that he will 
not tell. 

Possibly it may be found after Ward’s trial 
is ended and. the matter thoroughly sifted 
that Mr. William S, Warner has a good por- 
tion of the money.

The Gladstone Cabinet was not unanimous 


upon the question of renewing the Coercion 


bill but the Tories are. If they should take 
control it will not be enforced, and that 
makes it impossible for the Liberals to en- 
force it if they take the control again. Mr. 
Chamberlain, in one of his recent speeches, 
truthfully said that the present peace and 
quiet in Ireland were the result not of Coer- 
cion but of the Land bill, and that outrages 
had ‘ceased because the farmers: had now 
obtained a fixity of tenure in their 
lands and could not be ejected or 
rack-rented every year. Just as long 
as this condition holds, just as long as the 
brutalities of landlords and bailiffs are made 
impossible and life becomes worth living to 
the Irish farmer there will be less need of 
coercion. Hitherto John Bull has not been 
able to see this, but now he is beginning to 
find out that the roots of Irish discontent, up- 
risings, and outrages all run back to the in- 
fernal system of land laws under which the 
people have been brutalized, persecuted, and 
ground down into the very earth. This in- 
tolerable yoke lifted from their backs, they 
are once more orderly, peaceable, and. quiet. 
The eause of outrages, the only form of 
revenge they could take, has been removed, 
in great part at least. When at last complete 
and absolute justice shall be done there will 
be no complaint of Irish disaffection. Even 
with a partial removal there is no further 
need of renewing the stringent Coercion act 
and the Tories are wise enough or politic 
enough, it matters little which, to see it. 
Had the Liberals been equally wise the Giad- 
stone Ministry would not have been forced to 
resign, for the Parnell brigade would have 
loyally stood by them whatever measure 
might haye been pending, whether it were 
the budget, the Egyptian policy, or the Af- 
ghan question. Lord Randolph Churchill 
may be a demagog, so far as his own person- 
al ambition is concerned, but he was wise 
enough to recognise..the unwisdom of at- 
tempting to renew coercion, and to force the 
Marquis of Salisbury, who did not dare to 
antagonize him, into a disclaimer of any in- 
tention to renew it. His position that the 
Tories can govern Ireland without it will 
successfully challenge Mr. Gladstone and his 
Cabinet to take the same position if they 
come back to power: Thus, bowever the 
deadlock may eventuate, Ireland will be the 


gainer. I 


THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 

The recent airing of the transportation 
question in this city before the Senatorial 
committeee developed very little that was 
new. The same may be said of thedntermi- 
nable discussion of the freight problem by 
railroad-men, as reported in the columns of 
the daily press for years past. About the 
only point which they all agree in showing, 
but carefully avoid stating, is that the rail- 
road managers of the country are striving to 
defend and perpetuate a false system of 
political economy in the conduct of one of the 
most important interests in the community. 
The men who manage the business seem to 


consider. that. their duty includes the enforce- 


ment of two fundamental principles—to-wit: 
that each kind of traffic shall pay all that 
it will bear, and that a fatherly supervision 
should be exercised for the protection of cer- 
tain struggling interests, some of which, at 
least, are taken under the wing of the rail- 
road official to an extent which may suggest 
to the suspicious-minded .the existence of a 
personal motive therefor. When not inter- 
fered with by competition the former has led 
to the most, iniquitous exactions, as in the 
case of the Central Pacific, and the latter 
has built up not a few private fortunes at 
the expense of the men whose property is 
handled for the benefit of others than 
the parties owning it, And it is the alleged 
necessity of perpetuating a system built upon 
these vicious principles as a foundation which 
has led to the thousand and one refinements 
that are now fourid in our system of railroad 
management, and have made of it arr art that 
requires the labor of a lifetime to master, 

while its expensiveness is so great as to ab- 
sorb. nearly all the profits of the railroad 
service, leaving the owners of the road and 
its equipment in about the same unfavorable 
position as that occupied by these who actual- 
ly pay the freight bills.’ 

The signs of the times point rather Arbus 
ly to the conclusion that this complicated sys- 
tem is breaking down of its own weight and 
will soon have to be abandoned as a sheer 
necessity. Competition has become so sharp 
and close that the most stringent efforts on 
the part of the pool managers are of little 
more avail than would be a rope of sand in 
binding the parties to terms a moment longer 
than it is to their direct interest to stay with- 
in the bounds prescribed for the common 
good.” There can be no reasonable doubt

It is the same principle that is in- 
volved in the selling of a chest of tea at a 
less rate than would be asked for it if served 
out in half-pound packages to 4s many differ- 
ent customers, But the payment of rebates 
for the purpose of influencing business or 
‘obliging a friend” is demoralizing 
in the extreme, and ought to be 
severely punished wherever it is found. 
In regard to the question of relative 
charges on longer or shorter hauls, there is 
more room for difference of opinion, but even 
in that case the same general principle should 
rule, The service for both ought to be 
charged for with strict reference to its com- 


parative cost, and keeping in mind the incon- 


trovertible maxim that favoritism to one is 
injustice to the rest. 

It may take a long time yet for the railroad 
managers of the country to come down to 
bed-rock in this matter. It may even be 
thought that suf@h a state of things will be 
reached only when accompanied by other 
conditions of a strictly millennial character. 
Perhaps so. But there is room for an impor- 
tant reform without transcending the princi- 
ples and methods which obtain in the conduct 
of many other kinds of business and are re- 
garded as essential to their success. There 
is no good reason why this should be ex- 
empted from the responsibilities to the com- 
munity that are considered to be binding 


upon all otller constituents of the common- 


wealth, and insisted on at the peril of fine or 
imprisonment for infraction of the law. 


OFFICIAL FRAUDS ON SETTLERS. 

The Canadian authorities are much con- 
cerned over the discovery that one of the offi- 
clals of the Public Land Department has 
been issuing bogus warrants to settlers and 
appropriating the money to his own use. 
Just before the discovery the rascal fled, and 
his present whereabouts are unknown, al- 
though he is supposed to be in the United 
States. The Dominion authorities are deter- 
mined to find him if possible, and see to it 
that he is punished with the utmost rigor of 
the law. The general feeling in Canada is 
that the offense of this rascally official is 
heinous in character and deserves severe 
punishment. He was a public officer, and 
the settlers had every reason to suppose the 
patents he gave them were genuine; they 
gave up their hard earnings freely, and now 
find they were swindled by the authorized 
representative of the Government. 

The Canadian case is a hard one, but it is 


easily matched in the United States. In some 


respects, indeed, the lot of the settlers in the 
Crow Creek district is much worse. The 
President deéclareg that he will proceed 
against them with the military in a short 
time and evict every one of them from their 
homes. Now these people were not deceived 
by a minor official, but obtained their au- 


thority to enter the lands from President 


Arthur himself. It is true that a number of 
them were foreigners, but they innocently 
supposed they could rely implicitly on the 
official declaration of the President of the 
United States. The President declared in a 
formal proclamation over the great seal of 
the Nation that the settlers could go in and 
take up the lands in the Crow Creek district, 
and they did so accordingly in the utmost 
good faith. In a short time, however, Presi- 
dent Cleveland came into office, and one of 
his first acts was to declare that the procla- 
mation of Arthur was unauthorized and the 
claims of the settlers under it bogus and in- 
valid. And ever since he has been repeating 
his threats to drive the settlers out at the 
point of the bayonet. 

In Canada it is thought hard that the 
settlers should be swindled by a subordinate 
official giving them bogus patents: What 
shall be said, then, of the outrage perpetrated 
on the Crow Creek settlers? Are they to 
suffer because they put faith and reliance, 
not in the bogus, but in the genuine, official 
declaration of a President of the United 
States? Whose word could they take if not 
that of the President? Must settlers here- 
after look upon the proclamations of the 
President with great suspicion and examine 
them closely to see that there is nothing 
fraudulent in tem? Even then it is hard to 
see how the settlers can protect themselves. 
Under the new ruling a land title that was 
good under Arthur is void under Cleveland. 
How will it be under the next President ? 
What would be the situation of the Crow 
Creek settlers if Hendricks should succeed 
to the Presidency ? Nobody can tell. The 
Cleveland doctrine is that any rights the set- 
tlers secured under the former Admitistra- 
tion will stand good provided he does not set 
them aside. In the same way the next Pres- 
ident could annul Mr. Cleveland’s ruling, 
and with each new Administration the set- 
tlers might be ousted or restored to their 
homes, as the case might be. This is an of- 
ficial fraud on the settlers vastly worse than 
for a subordinate to deceive them with bogus 
patents. 


Tue recent proceedings in the District 
Court at Fort Worth, Tex., may be displeas- 
ing to all sticklers for judicial etiquet, but 1t 
is gratifying to note that throughout the try- 
ing ordeal the Judge aimed only at equal and 
exact justice. The account states that Law- 
yers Furman and Bowlin had struck each 
other with their fists and were about to draw 
their guns, when Judge Beckman 
leaped from the bench into the arena, and 
as he did so Lawyer Weare excitedly struck 
the Judge a severe blow under the ear.“ 
The account proceeds: The court wasdazed 
for an instant, but, being a powerful man, 
instantly recovered his balance and let fall a 
sledge-hammer blow on the nose of the at- 
torney that prostrated Lawyer Weare.” The 
court then called upon the jury to arise and 
quell the riot, and, the command being 
quickly obeyed by the twelve, peace was 
soon restored in the court-room. It was 


necessary to adjourn, as all the attorneys . 


were bleeding profusely and the court’s ear 
was swelling. The report says: Furman 
and Bowlin were fined $50 each for contempt, 
but the court did fine Lawyer Weare.”

AN amendment which was inserted into 
the English Franchise bill in the House of 
Lords, by which all electors who have re 
ceived medical aid from the parish (except in 
Ireland) are disfranchised, is causing great 
excitement in England and Scotland, where 
it will amount to a positive hardship. A cor- 
respondent ot the London Spectator writes to 
that journal saying that while there are no 
doubt many places where more Conservatives 
will be struck off the rolls than Liberals, 
there are other districts,"such as the coal- 
fields of Somersetshire, with their large min- 
ing population, earping scarcely more than 
farm laborers, who would vote the Liberal 
ticket, but who will be disfranchised owing 
to the epidemics of scarlet-fever and measles 
among the children of their villages. Opposi- 
tion to the amendment is growing fu- 
rious and criticism is very severe. Edward 
Strachey, a man of considerable political 
influence, also writes to the Spectator and 
says if the disqualification is not removed 
before the end of the present Parliament, at 
every meeting of workingmen the Liberals 
will have to tell them again and again that 
the Tory Lords and the Tory Squires are in 
a great conspiracy to deprive the working- 
men of the votes which they are, hypocritical- 
ly declaring that they are delighted to have 
given them by the Franchise act. If we not 
only rouse again the temper of last autumn 
but infuse a spirit of Socialism in it, the 
fault will not lie at our door.” One remedy 
for the grievance which has been suggested 
is the passage of a short bill to suspend the 
disfranchisement for two years, by which 
time clubs can be formed which will do away 
with parochial relief.

Tue Chicago Herald of yesterday morn- 
ing had an editorial article giving the substance 
of the new Election law, and closing with the 
assertion that it was valueless since it failed to 
make provision for the pay of the chief clerk, 
whom the Commissioners of Election were au- 
thorized to appoint; because it failed to make 
any provision for the expenses of putting the 
law in operation; and because if the Legisla- 
ture left it to the County Board to provide 
for the means of enforcing the law the County 
Board, in Cook County at least, would never do 
anything of the kind. 


These assertions appear to have been made 


through ignorance of the measure. Probably 
the writer satisfied himself with reading the 
first pages of the law, and did not turn to the 
seventh article, where provision is made to 
meet just the objections raised by the Herald. 
The law declares that the Election Commis- 
sioners and the chief clerk of the board shall 
be paid by the county.” The counties are 
divided into three classes. In those of the 
third class, such as Cook, the Election 
Commissioners receive a salary of $1,500 each, 
and the chief clerk a salary of $2,000 a year. It 
is further provided that these salaries and the 
expenses of a State or county election are to 
be audited by the County Judge and be paid by 
the County Treasurer on his warrant out of 
any money in the Treasury.not otherwise ap- 
propriated. It is also made the duty of the 
County Board to make provision for the prompt 
payment of these sums. As fur the expenses 
of conducting city elections, they are to be 
paid by the city. The expenses are audited 
by the County Judge and paid on his warrant 
by the City Treasurer out of any money in the 
City Treasury not otherwise appropriated. It 
is also made the duty of the governing author- 
ity of the city to make provision tor the prompt 
payment of these expenses: It will thus be 
seen that ample provision is ‘made for putting 
the law in operation and providing for the 
payment of officers and the expenses of con- 
ducting any election, State or county, general 
or special.

Tue figures of railroad construction in this 


country have for years constituted a sort of | 


financial barometer. In the flush times which 
preceded the panic of a dozen years ago there 
was a boom in this industry, which carried the 
number of miles of new track laid in the first 
five months of 1872 up to 1,305. From this 
hight there was a rapid and steady fall, until 
the total for the corresponding period of 1875 
was only 250 miles. Then a rise set in, at first 
gradual and then by leaps and bounds, which 
made the construction for the first five months 
of 1882 no less than 2,991 miles. Since then 
there has been a falling-off each year of nearly 
or quite one-halt from the record for the pre- 
ceding year, uatil the Rairoad Gazette reports 
the number of miles of new toad constructed 
between Jan. 1 and May 31, 1885, as ‘only 481.

THE TREATY WITH CHINA. 

In the Chambef of Deputies today M. de 
Freycinet, Minister of Foreign: Affairs, sub- 
mitted the draft of the Franco-Chinese treaty, 
which definitly confirms the richts of France 
over Annam.

France undertakes to 
pacify Tonquin and expel the bands of ma- 
rauders intesting the countty,, and will re- 
spect Chinese territory. Both countries agree 
to extradite offenders. China will respect 
treaties between France and Annam. The 
Franco-Chinese Commissidners are to delimit

GERMANY. 


The Oficial Gazette of Berlin publishes the 
text of the protocol of March 7, 1885, arranged 
by England, Germany, and Spain, defining the 
rights of England and Spain in the Lulu Archi- 
pelago and Borneo, and establishing freedom 
of commerce with the island. 

A new Goethe society was organized at a 
great meeting held for the purpose at Weimar, 
the Capital of the Grand Duchy of Saxe- Weimar, 
Saturday. The assemblage was presided over 
by the Grand Duke, and was composed of the 
most eminent living German littérateurs. The 
Grand Duke was appointed patron of the so- 
ciety and the Empress Augusta of Germany 
was enrolled asa member. The society will 
prepare a new and authoritative biography of 
Goethe, will secure thé poet’s house and open 
it as a museum, and will publish an Editio 
Princeps of Goethe's works. —

THEY, ARE INDIGNANT 
PROF. PARKER WAS REMOVED 


BECAUSE 
FROM 
OF DISTRICT NO. 3. 

A canvas tent, seating 500 peopie, was 
crowed by citizens of Oakland, men and wom- 
en, last evening, to protest against the dis- 
placement of Prof. Charles I. Parker, 
Superintendent of Schools of Dis- 
trict No. 3, Hyde Park, by the Board of 
Education for the district, and the appoint- 
ment of Prof. Andrews of Galesburg in his 
stead. Every seat was taken, and standing 
room was at a premium, .probably 700 people 
being present. William H. Rand was Chair- 
man. He made a hort speech. There was no 
reason, he said, why Prof. Parker should be 
superseded. The board was notin ignorance 
of the wishes of the community, since a pet 
tion containing the names of 500 of the best 
citizens had been presented, asking the board 
to rescind its action. The petition haa been re- 
ceived with contempt and no notice taken of it. 
The board had even gone so far as to intimate 
that the signatures had been obtained through 
fraud and deceit. There was no remedy at law 
in the case, but such action could be taken as 
would cause public odium to hang like mill- 
stones about the necks of the disloyal members 
of the board. 

A Committee on Resolutions, previously ap- 
pointed, submitted a long report, to the fol- 
lowing effect; 

Prof. Parker had been very successful, and 
was popular among scholars and parents. A 
petition containing the names of 502 residents, 
voters, and taxpayers of the district—a large 
majority—haa been presented io the board be- 
fore the dismissal of Prof. Parker asking bis 
retention. The board bad disregarded the peti- 
tion and dismissed Prof. Parker. The board 
had been asked to resign by a committee rep- 
resenting a majority ot the voters, and to go 
before the people on the issue of the ratifica- 
uon or rejection of their action, and had re- 
fused. The board had not faithfully executed 
the will of the people of the district. The 
board had bad no consultation with Prof. 
Parker in regard to salary. A conspiracy had 
been entered into, joined by certain members 
of the boara, for the deposition of Prot. Parker. 
Prof. Andrews had been fully informed of 
the situation, and that the people preferred 
Prof. Parker to bim. Prof. Andrews had ac- 
cepted the position notwithstanding the situa- 
tion. It was believed that Prof. Andrews was 
not a graduate of any educational! institution 
of standing and had not the scholastic attain- 
ments for the position. Therefore, the action 
of the majority of the board was earnestly and 
justly disapproved and censured. If the attitude 
of defiance to the will of the people should be 
continued, it would, in the judgment of the 
meeting, disqualify the members from here- 
after holding any position of public trust 
within the gift of the peopie of the district. 
The action was an outrage on the rights of the 
citizens and highly prejudicial to the best 
interests of the school. The resignation of 
tour of the board, the majority responsible, 
was therefore asked, urged, and demanded. If 
Mr. Andrews should come he would come 
against the wili of the people, and would stay 
but one year, as a board like the present one 
would not again be allowed to come into exist- 
ence. 

J. H. Fairchild, James M. Hill, O. P. Curran, 
L. D. Condee, Mr. Slichter, Judge M. R. M. Wal- 
lace, Thomas Cratty, and others spoke, all eu- 
logizing Prof. Parker and condemning the ac- 
tion of the board. 

The Chairman said that the protest of a for- 
mer indignation meeting had been slighted by 
the board as of no consequence on the ground 
that the meeting was not large enough to be 
an indication of the wishes of the community. 
He was glad that a meeting had assembied that 
would entirely do away with any such idea. 

The question on the adoption of the report 
Was put and carried with a tremendous shout. 
An enthusiast in the crowa shouted, Try her 
again.“ The question was put a second time, 
and the answering shout of ayes nearly 
lifted the canvas roof.

Tonoxro, Ont., June 22.—[Special. |The 
new feature of the building laborers’ strike to- 
day was the refusal of the stonemasons to 
either take material from or use material car- 
ried by non-union labo a number of whom 
the masters had succeeded in obtaining this 
morning. This action bas strengthened the 
position of the strikers and made them more 
determined than ever to hold out. They beld 
a meeting this morning in Albert Hall, when

The Work of Unloading Bartholdi’s Statue 
Begun—A Budget of Much Inter- 
esting Small Talk. 


New York, June 22,—|Special.|—The inter- 
est in the sanguinary conflict which took place

Court. The fact that he was to be discharged 
from the hospital and arraigned was known to 
but few, and the gathering in the court did 
not include any of the friends of either 
of the combatants. Justice White held 
Truman in $5,000 bail. James E. Kelly of the 
firm of Kelly & Bliss, bookmakers and pool- 
sellers, gave the required security and Truman 
was discharged. Justice White took the papers 
in the case and said that he would hold the ex- 
amination in the Harlem Police Court as soon 
as O’Brien was able to appear. 

THE CASE AGAINST FISH. 

In the suit against Mr. James D. Fish, which 
was on trial today, Assignee Morris is endeav- 
oring to recover for the creditors of 
the Marine Bank about $100,000 worth 
of property which Mr. Fish transferred 
to his relatives in December, 1883, 
a few months before the tailure. The examina- 
tion into the details of Mr. Fish’s transactions 
was very close, to get at some idea of his in- 
tent in making these transfers, and w show 
if possible the probable operations of 
his mind. It is considered probable that 
it will be necessary to take the 
testimony of various men who were interested 
with Ward in his unique contract pool, and 
that some interesting facts will be developed. 
Ward himself, it is said, will probably be asked 
more searching questions regarding his meth- 
ods than he has yet been calied upon to an- 
sewer. 

BUDDENSIEK, BUILDER. 

When Charles A. Buddensiek, the convicted 
tenement-bouse builder, was arraigned for 
sentence in Part 2 of the Court of General 
Sessions before Recorder Smyth this morning 
his counsel made two motions—one for a new 
trial and the other for an arrest of 
judgment. Recorder Smyth eaid that he had 
endeavored to pass upon most of the questions 
raised by counsel during the progress of the 
trial. He could see no reason to change any 
of his rulings, and he thought the indictment 
was sufficient. He therefore denied both mo- 
tions, and was about to pronounce sentence on 
Buddensiek when the counsel said that there 
were considerations involving the iuterests of 
third parties which impelled him to ask that 
sentence be deferred until tomorrow morning. 
Recorder Smyth, having obtained from the 
counsel an assurance that there would be no 
more objections, deferred sentence until 11 
o’clock tomorrow morning. 

YSEULT DUDLEY IN COURT. 

There was a set of extremely distinguished 
criminajs before Judge Barrett in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer today. They were Ferdi- 
nand Ward, Mrs. Yseult Dudley, Big Frank 
McCoy, John Carpenter, the alleged murderer, 
and other lesser lights. Mrs. Dudley's case 
went over. Gen. Tracey was anxious that the 
trial of bis client, Mr. Ward, should go on, but 
Judge Barrett decided to take up the Carpen- 
ter case first, so it was begun. 

Mrs. Dudley sat apparently less concerned 
about her trial, which was set down for today, 
than any other person in the court-room. 
She said she felt first rate, and thought that she 
had waited about long enough for her trial to 
come on. She declined to talk, as she had lost all 
faith in reporters. She felt hopeful and would be 
glad when her trial was over and she was free 
again. The defense in the case of Mrs. Dud- 
ley will be insanity, and the District-Attorney 
has consented to give Mr. Butts, her counsel, 
all the evidence in his possession affecting the 
question of the insanity of the prisoner. The 
case went over for awhile oomg to the com- 
mencement of another trial. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT LITIGATION. 

The Edison Electiio-Light Company a short 
time ago instituted a number of suits against 
nine electric-light companies of this city, 
claiming an infringement of its patents 
through various devices and instruments 
used by these companies. Today the Con- 


solidated Electrie-Light Company took a 
turn in the extensive litigation that bas arisen 


over electric-light patents, and flled an appli- - 


cation in the United States Circuit Court 
against Thomas A. Edison and the Edison 
Electric-Light Company for an injunction re- 
straining the defendant from making, using, 
or selling the conductors for incandescent lights 
made of carbonized, fibrous, or textile material. 
The injunction asked for is the result of a long 
period of fighting between Mr. Edison and 
William E. Sawyer as to the priority 
of discovery of carbon conductors 
of fibrous material. In January, 1880, 
the war began in the Patent Office as 
to whom the patent for such fibrous carbons 
was due. Commissioner Marble decided that 
Sawyer was entitied to the patent. Then came 
a time of appeals and applications for rehear- 
ings on Mr. Edison’s part, but May 13 last the 
patent was granted to Mr. Sawyer, or rather to 
the Consolidated Electric Light Company, 
which profited by the discoveries, as Sawyer 
died during the H. R. Garden, 
who is one of the counsei for the Consolidated 


Electric Light Company, said last a that it

THEY ARE INDIGNANT. 

There is a good deal of indignation in mug- 
wump Democratic circles about the published 
cali for the election of committeemen being 
signed by Joseph Chesterfield Mackin as Secre- 
tary. Joe used to be the bright, the leading, 
the brilliant and scintiliating member of the 
Democratic party in this part of Iliinois. He 
nominated Treasurers, Sheriffs, and Judges— 
and no County Commissioner or court clerk 
candidate could get on the ticket 
without his help. He was a fine work- 
er and was recognized as such. But 
times have changed. Joe has been convicted in 
the Federal Court of offenses against the eleo- 
tion law. Some indictments for crimes of the 
same character are pending against bim. He 
has lost cast with his party, and some of its 
members want to cast him out. The same 
class of fellows courted ana petted him when 
be was in power. They elected him a delegate 
to the Democratic National Convention and he 
voted for Cleveland. But now that he is down 
in the dust” the dominant gang are going— 
not for his scalp but—to dance on his political, 
corpse. 

His signature to the call for the election of 
ward committeemen has drawn forth the in- 
dignant comment of Mr. F. H. Winston Jr., 
who says he is “disgusted” at Mackin’s 
“effrontery,”’ and who is disposed to throw 
up both hands in a political sense in conse- 
quence thereof. Mr. Winston, in fact, cannot 
find language strong enough to express bis 
views concerning Mackin's monumental 
cheek.” Mr. Winston takes a gloomy view of 
the Democratic prospects in Cook County ass 
long as Mackin and such as he bogs the job. 

Mr. Mackin's friends, however, strike back. 
They say they are the Déthocratic party of 
Cook County. “Until we took bold.“ they 
say, “defeat followed defeat, no decent man 
would take a nomination, and the Winstons, 
Harrisons, et al. either voted the Republican 
ticket or staid at home.

THE BROWN CASE. 
TESTIMONY OF A SINGULAR CHARACTER IN- 
TRODUCED—THE DECISION. 

Judge Shepard was engaged nearly all day 
yesterday in hearing the appiication for al 
thony of Carrie L. Brown against William H. 
A. Brown. The latter, who i¢ a prominent 
Board of Trade man, was arrested about three 
months ago by the present, wife who charges 
him with bigamy. But no indictment was 
found and she filed a bill for divorce. She 
claimed that she was married. to bim in July, 
1884, at Windsor, Canada, and they went on an 
extensive wedding tour, finally coming to Chi- 
cago and settling at No. 4306 Oakenwall avenue. 
He represented that he was a divorced man 
before be married her, and she did not know 
he was married until October following, when 
another woman made her appearance claim- 
ing to be the rightful Mrs. Brown, 
2 was obliged to leave. When 
the former wife came back, Brown 


admitted she had the first claim on him, but 
excused his action by saying he did not expect 
she would return. On tlie hearing yesterday 
the marriage certificate of the last wife was 
put in, which purported to be made by James 
Graham, Min. Methodist, Canada, Windsor,“ 
and also an ante-nuptial contract, which, said 
Gen. Stiles in bis exceedingly plain and ener- 
getic way. showed from its opening words 
that the writer was an ass.“ It began: With 
hearts light and free, and without any mental 
reservation, we hereby solemnly covenant and 
agree to take each other as husband and wife 
and to be verily true to each other,” etc. It 
then went on to provide that there should be 
no secrets between them, that they would 
give up each their friends for each other if 
necessary, and as far as possible seek fo make 
atrue union. The precious document was to 
be read over by them each year. 

On the other side, Brown filed an affidavit 
charging that the complainant was only his 
housekeeper during last summer, and that 
when his wife returned she was told ber serv- 
iceg were no longer needed, but that she could 
stay until she obtained another position; that 
after sbe left she threatened him with ex- 
posure and financial ruin, and bled him to the 
extent of $1,000. The following is one of her 
letters, written Oct. 31, 1884: 

W. H. A. Brown: You have succeeded in getting 
Frank here to effect a settlement, as you propose, 
which is not at all satisfactory to me, and if I am 
obliged through his influence to do so, it will be 
only temporarily, as I am determined you shall 
settle according to my proposition. Your plea of 
poverty is too thin. You are abundantly able to 
keep woman whom you claim to despise in lux- 
ury and elegance in my house and expect me to 
live on the paltry sum of $60 a month, but I won’t 
do it, or, if obliged to, you will have all your life— 
time to regret it, for I shall work for nothing but to 
ruin you and your business, which would give me 
more satisfaction by far than the insignificant 
sum of $50 a month. You have written my brother 
nothing but a lot of lies, and you are a dirty whelp 
and scoundrei not fit to lve, and my advice to you 
is to settle this matter with me satisfactorily if 
you care for yourself or business, for I sha’n’t let 
up on you until I obtain my rights or you are de- 
hind the prison bars where you belong. You are a 
liar when you say that [had $30 when I left down 
there. You turned me out without one cent, as 
you know. Your denial of abusing me to Frank 
had no effect, as he knows your reputation of being 
a whelp and libertine. Ifyou settle with me in 
any sach unsatisfactory way as you propose I shall 
never let up upon you as long as you live, for I’m 
bound to have my rights or revenge.

Brown also alleged that the filling of the bill 
against him had caused him to lose his posi- 
tion as purchasing agent for a New York firm, 
with a salary of $10,000 a year, that his 
ouly real estate was his house No. 4306 Oaken- 
wall avenue, which he was paying for on 
monthly installments of $200. He had no in- 
come and owed 85,000. A startling affidavit 
was also filed by W. J. Lockwood, who testified 
that in 1860 Brown married his (Lockwood's) 
sister, and lived with her until about 1870, but 
continued to send money to her for some years 
thereafter. In 1874 he married Cordelia C. 
Brown, and in 1879, on the promise of the first 
Mrs. Brown not to prosecute him for bigamy, 
he agreed to pay her $150 a month, which he 
had done ever since. 

Gen. Stiles appeared for the defense, or, as 
he stated it, for the second wife, whom he be- 
lieved to be an estimable woman. He said the 
first Mrs. Brown had obtained a divorce from 
her faithless lord, and a decree of alimony, 
and was very severe in his criticism on wife 
No. 3, claimimg that the marriage was only a 
sham to satisfy her relations, and that she 
knew he was married, and was only trying to 
blackmail him. 

The Judge, in deciding the case, said he 
never gave large alimony or large solicitor’s 
fees insuch a case, but always cut them down, 
at any rate until finaldecree. The complainant 
had not alleged in her affidavit that she had 
lostany employment or that she gave up any 
means of livelihood that she bad before her 
marriage. He did not see why she could not 
live just as well now as she did before, and he 
did not feel at all satisfied that she had not 
entered into the arrangement, or marriage, or 
whatever it was with her eyes about as wide 
open as his. On the showing as made he would 
not give ber any alimony out of Brown’s prop- 
erty, which apparently was not very great, 
and it was quite probable her course 
had destroyed his means of support. 
His interest in the Hyde Park property 
was in the possession of Mrs. Brown No. 2, and 
it ought not to be sold from under ber. Though 
Brown should not be compelied to pay the com- 
plainant anything, yet he perbaps ought to pay 
something for getting rid of her, and an order 
would therefore be made requiring nim to pay 
$100 solicitor’s fees; but the attorney shouid 
not be allowed to sell out the homestead. 

Mr. Johnson promised he would not do this 
nor come into court with an application for 
contempt if it was not paid, as he felt confident 
he could reach property under execution. 

Gen. Stiles took an appeal, and was given 
twenty days’ time in which to perfect it. 

I am glad you are going to take it up,” said 
the Judge; but I think I haa better make a 
little order for alimony, say, a dollar a week, 
so you can raise the whole question at once be- 
fore the Supreme Court.“ 

„O, no,“ quickly responded Gen. Stiles, “we 
don't ask any such thing: we don't want any 
more error than is necessary.

VIRGINIA’S TROUBLESOME DEBT. 


INJUNCTION AGAINST STATE OFFICIALS— 
SIGNAL TRIUMPH FOR TAXPAYERS. 

‘Ricumonp,. Va., June 19.—Judge Bond of 
the Circuit Court has entered a decree in five 
suits brought by taxpayers who have tendered 
coupons in payment of State taxes, perpetu- 
ally enjoining the defendant Treasurers from 
levying upon, selling, or returning as de- 
Unquent the property of complainants, or 


taking any other steps to collect taxes. The in- 


sufficiency of the amount in these cases makes 
the decrees finai, unless a case is made up, 


which is understood nas already been done, to 
carry the matter to the United States Supreme 


Court. 

Judge Bund’s decrees are claimed to be in 
exact accordance with the decisions of the 
Supreme Court in April in the Virginia coupon 
‘cases. Their practicai effect is that the tax- 
payer has only to tender tax receivable 
‘coupons to a proper officer, and any proceed- 
ings thereafter to collect the tax in money will 
be perpetually enjoined. Costs of about $50 
were awarded in each case against the Treas- 
urers, for the refunding of which, to them, 


there is no provision by State law. 

Judge R. W. Hughes of the District Court 
today grantly preliminary injunctions in other 
and similar cases. The effectof these proceed- 
ings will be to embarrass the State seriously in 
the collection of its revenue.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were generally 
Quiet yesterday, and many called theif ull. There 
was, however, a fair volume Of business doing in a 
quiet way in grain, while provisions were nearly 
lifetess. The fact of cold weather had something 
to do with sustaining quotations, especially in 
corn, whilethe news about the wheat crop was 
mixed, but mostly favorable to lower prices. The 
foreign quotations did not show much change either 
way, and our receipts, both of hogs and grain, 
were large enough to remove any fears of immedi- 
ate scarcity, however it may be with the longer 
future. ! 

Provisions were very dull. They weakened «a 
little in sympathy with wheat, while the local hog 
market was easter on the fact of larger receipts. 
But holders of product had very little for sale at 
lower prices, and the market soon became steadier. 
Thore was some reference to an idea that the re- 
ceipts of hogs will show an important decrease 
towards next month, but the packers, who ought 
to know, did not seem to take much stock in it. 
Pork sold 5c higher, at 610.326 for August, de- 
clined to $10.25, and closed at $10.30, with July at 
10¢ discount and September at 100 premium. Lard 
sold at $6.70@6.75 for August, and closed the same 
as Saturday, at 86.72 bid, with July at Te dis- 
count and September at 10c premium. Ribs soid 
de higher, to 35.42½ for August at the close, with 
July at 7610 discount and September at 100 
premium. Tear lard sold sparingly at $6.55. 

Four was very dull and nominally tending down- 
wards in sympathy with the weakness in wheat. 
There was no shipping inquiry, and local buyers 
held off for concessions, 1 sellers were not 
disposed to make. 

Wheat was moderately active at a lower range, 
but only on local account, and did not exhibit much 
animation. Liverpool was said by the public advices 
to be held higher, but some private cable noted a 
decline of 3d per quarter, and there were some tel- 
egrams saying that the outlook in Kansas is fully 
15 per cent better than it was reported two or three 
weeks ago. These were not believed by everybody, 
but they brought out a good deal of long wheat, 
which taxed the energies of the trade to take care 
of it. Lester, Adams, Bloom, Ream, and Jones 
were all named as sellers, but the principal busi- 
ness in that direction was probably done by the sec- 
ond and last-named parties, Their offerings 
in the morning were chiefly taken against Satur- 
day’s puts, and some of that wiieat was on sale 
again after the market had turned upward. The 
later buying was thought to have been in large 
part for Ream, An effort was made to break the 
market further by a rumor that the New York 
statement of visible supply will show another 
large increase today, but it did not work, as the 
general feeling was that no one knew anything 
about it. August sold early at the latest price of 
Saturday, at 91i%c, and declined to 90%c, reacted 
to 913¢c, and closed at 914¢¢ bid, with June at 2880 
discount, July at 2c discount, ang September at 2c 
premium. There was nothing doing in the longer 
futures.

Red winter wheat was very quiet at 88e for 
No. 3, and No, 2 was nominal at 9460.

Corn was in fair demand and generally firm. It 
was quite strong in the earlier and later stages of 
the trading, yielding in the middle of the session 
to the weakness in wheat. The British markets 
were called firmer, and our rather large receipts 
were more than made amends for by the cold 
weather, which was said to have given a frost in 
Wisconsin Sunday night, and was no better yester- 
day. Some of the shorts grew nervous over the 
idea that this summer may prove to be too cold to 
mature a good croup of corn, and they filled in 
quietly, making the trade more active in the aggre- 
gate than the average of the last week. July sold Ke 
higher early, at 47c, receded to Me., and improved 
to Te, closing at that asked, with August at Me dis- 
count and September at Me discount.

Richardson appeared overwhelmed at this an- 
nouncement, but protested his innocence of 
any y, and at his own expense other 
experts were privately put to work on the 
books, and these rendered a report favorabie 
to him. The County Commissioners, however, 
refused to accept this statement, and Mr. 
Richardson has just compromised by turning 


over the larger part of his property. He still 
protests his innocence.

A Very Old Lady Who Is Having Trou- 
ble About Her Property—Other 
Litigation. 


A bill for separate maintenance was med yes- 
terday inthe Superior Court by Mrs. Amanda L. 
Shattuck against her husband, Ira H. Shattuck, in 
which she charges him with crneity and desertion. 
She says she was married to him in November, 1879, 


and lived with him until a short time ago, despite 
his cruel treatment. Ever since their marriage 
she says he has been guilty of abusing her in vari- 
ous ways, kicking, and beating. and choking her, 
and refusing to provide her with neces- 
sary food and clothing. This was occasion- 
ally varied, she claims, by chasing her 
around the house with a reyolver and 
threatening to kill her, and on ‘one occasion he is 
charged with having knocked her down on the 
street while she was walking with him. Besides 
ali this, she claims that since January, 1884. he 
has repeatedly been false to his marriage vows, 
and she emphasizes her charges by giving names 
and places. Heowns the household furniture at 
No. 222 Washington boulevard and at No. 228 Har- 
rison street, besides other property worth $10,000, 
his income being 8100 a month, and she asks that 
he may be compelled. to give a suitable support. 
A temporary injunction was issued by Judge Shep- 
ard restraining Shattuck from disposing of his 
prowess y. It is said Mrs. Shattuck basa claim to 

a large part of the land embraced in the City of 
Philadelphia. 


MRS. BOLLES WANTS HER PROPERTY. 

The case of Sarah K. Bolles against the Old Peo- 
ple’s Home came up yesterday before Judge Tuley 
on exceptions to the master’s report. In 1867 
Mrs. Bolles deeded the property No. 93 Harrison 
street to the Old Ladies’ Home on condition that 
she should have the income for life, and she re- 
ceived it until 1874, and nothing after that until 
1881. In 1873 the Old People’s Home was organ- 
ized and received a reconveyance of all the prop- 
erty of the Old Ladies’ Home except this piece be- 
longing to Mrs. Bolles. She claimed that the 
old corporation having been wound up she was enti- 
ti ed to a reconveyance, but the master in chancery 
held that the deed having been made for an alleged 
consideration of $1,000 could not be contradicted 
by parol evidence tending to change its legal char- 
acter, and that the court could not in a collateral 
suit inquire whether the Old Ladies’ Home had 
surrendered its franchises. The arguments were 
partly heard and postponed. Mrs. Bolles is now 
88 years old and needy, and has two destitute sis- 
ters depending on her. 


DOGGETT, BASSETT & HILLS. 


Judge Blodgett yesterday morning decided some 
technica! questions of pleading in the case of H. 

H, Bassett against George N. Doggett, which came 
up on demurrer to about a dozen pieas. This was 
a suit on a note made by D. H. Hill and guaranteed 
by the late W. E. Doggett. The latter died in 1876, 
leaving a will, and his estate, said to be worth $100,- 
000, has descended to his son, the defendant, whom 
it is sought to make responsible for the amount of 
the note. The eighth and ninth pleas raised the 
question that the suit could not be maintained be- 
cause it was commenced more than seven years 
after Doggett’s death, and hence the heir was not 
liable, but the Judge heid that as no fixed and pos- 
itive rule had deen laid down by the statutes or 
courts limiting the commencement of such a suit, 
and the Supreme Court bad held thas each case 
must stand on its own particular facts, the pleas 
must be held to be good. The fourteenth plea set 
up in substance that Doggett’s assets had been 
used by defendant in payment of debts against 
Doggett’s firm, and, if true, was good, and the de- 
mufrer would be overruled.
